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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed July 24, 2008 has been received, entered and carefully 
considered. The amendment affects the instant application accordingly: 

(A) Claims 1-60 have been canceled or previously canceled; 

(B) New Claims 61 -79 have been added. 

2. Claims 61 -79 are pending in the case. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, newly submitted Claims 61-66 in the 
reply filed on July 24, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
there is no prior art reference on record that teaches the special technical feature of 
Claims 61-79, in view of the newly added claims wherein the corresponding "special 
technical feature" is a carbonic acid diester of hydroxyethyl starch. This is not found 
persuasive because the newly added claims comprising the " carbonic acid diester of 
hydroxyethyl starch" has been deemed to be an improper introduction of new matter 
into the disclosure of the invention. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

4. Claims 67-79 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to non-elected 
inventions. 

Specification 

5. The amendment filed July 24, 2008 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The newly added 
term "carbonic acid diesters" disclosed throughout the specification is not supported in 
the originally filed specification, therefore, introduces new matter into the disclosure of 
the invention. 
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Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 61 -66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Newly added Claims 61-66 are drawn to an 
aprotic-solvent-soluble carbonic diester of hvdroxvethvl starch, which does not 
conformed to the requirement of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 since the originally 
filed specification does not support the term "carbonic diester" or "carbonic diester of 
hydroxyethyl starch". The newly added terms "carbonic diester" and "carbonic diester of 
hydroxyethyl starch" are viewed as improper introduction of new matter into the claims 
of the invention. 

Summary 

8. The specification is objected to; Claims 61-66 have been rejected; Claims 67-79 
are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to non-elected inventions.
